What is to be done with the grass 
plot In Abbottstown’* centre square? 
Shall it be entirely removed? Shall 
it be partially removed? If entirely 
removed will the traffic hazard be 
greater? Or will it be less? 
These questions are stirring Ab­ 
bottstown residents today. 
The state highway department 
favors entire removal. The Abbotts­ 
town council after a long period of 
indecision feels the same way about 
it. Property owners in Apbottstown 
protest against entire removal but 
agree the plot should be reduced in 
size and 90 per cent of them have 
signed a petition to that effect. 
The Gettysburg Motor club has 
been called upon to act as mediator 
in getting all parties together for a 
conference to bring the contro­ 
versial viewpoints to the fore and 
definitely 
solve 
the 
troublesome 
question of the Abbottstown square. 
Congested Traffic 
Telegrams were dispatched by the 
local motor club to Secretary of 
Highways Samuel S. Lewis to with­ 
hold any action toward removal of 
the grass plot until such a confer­ 
ence could be held. 
Several years ago Abbottstown 
borough authorities constructed the 
grass plot in the centre square. 
It 
was favorably received by all citizens 
of the borough and was not a bit 
troublesome. But, it is pointed out. 
that was in the days when the 15 
mile speed limit within the borough 
was respected. 
It developed, however, that more 
and more automobiles and trucks 
were coming into the square at com­ 
paratively high rates of speed and 
failed to negotiate the sharp turn 
required to get around the centre 
plot. Entirely too often their efforts 
were so unsuccessful as to be dis­ 
astrous and occasionally some centre 
square property was wrecked in ad­ 
dition to the offending vehicle. 
A large proportion of Abbottstown 
citizenry asked the council to take 
advantage of the Talbot relief fund 
and remodel the grass plot by re­ 
ducing it substantial in size and 
thereby decreasing the angle of turn 
required 
in 
going 
through 
the 
square. 
Borough council, 
however, de­ 
murred and as accident followed ac­ 
cident someone reached the state 
highway department with the mat­ 
ter and a conference took place re­ 
cently between representatives of the 
highway department and the bor­ 
ough council. The former, it is un­ 
derstood, offered to remove the plot 
entirely if council would authorize 
them to do so.

recipients of loans by the Morgan 
firm which included

president Charles W. Dawes, Am­ 
bassador Norman H. Davis. 
Rich­ 
ard Whitney, president of the New 
York Stock 
Exchange, Charles E. 
Mitchell, former head of the na­ 
tional city bank on trial of charges 
of tax evasion and other prominent 
figures. 
As to the Mitchell loan which the 
recipient has said now stands at 
some $6,000,000 
Morgan 
told the 
senators it was at present "under 
collateralized.” 
The financier laugher and joked 
with members of the committee as 
he testified 
but 
throughout

there was an atmosphere

body.

Why do we have to travel far to the 
cider countries for the beloved bookstall? 
Fresh in my memory, however, are such old beloved places as M orris’s 
in Chicago, Leary’s in Philadelphia, Goodspeed’s in Boston, Howell’s in 
San Francisco—just to nam e a few. 
Hallowed by such nam es as Field, 
Murk Twain, Riley, George Ade, Holmes, Hearn. Miller and Irving—and 
scores of others. 
Heaven, to this writer, is a place where there will be bookstalls to 
browst* In!

This ruling is effective only where 
merchants file their reports before 
the department's investigators catch 
up with them in their field work. 
They will, however, be required to 
pay interest at the rate of 12 per 
cent a year upon the amount due, 
figured from April I to the date they 
make payment. 
The departm ents 
investigators 
are visiting all persons and corpora­ 
tions that were 
liable for the tax. 
Where it is found that no return or 
payment was made, an estimated 
settlement will be made against the 
delinquent merchant. 
It will carry 
the IO per cent penalty plus the 12 
per cent interest. The law gives the 
department two years in which to 
do this checking. 
The department also has the right 
to make estimated additional assess­ 
ments against any merchant who 
refuses to permit examination of his 
books.

but an unincorporated club, hold­ 
ing a charter from a parent organ­ 
ization, m ay not obtain a retailer’s 
license. 
O ther official interpretations of 
the law follow: 
Eating places, to which the sale 
of beer and wine Is limited to con­ 
sum ption on the premises, m ust 
have 300 square feet of floor space 
in one room. 
The beverages may 
be carried and sold in adjoining 
rooms, however. 
Eating 
places 
must 
have 
ten 
taoles and forty chairs, exclusive 
of the stools or chairs attached to 
lunch counters, which constitute the 
factor distinguishing a counter from 
a bar. 
The stationery chairs at a 
counter m ay be fastened to the floor

R etailers may not m aintain a bar 
at which beverages are served to 
customers. 
Beer may bo sold by eating places 
with or without food, but the food 
which qualifies an establishm ent as 
an eating place m ust be prepared on 
the premises. 
Violations of the law occurring 
prior to the date of the license and 
bond m ay not call for forfeiture of 
the $1,000 bond. 
It is not necessary for distribu­ 
tors to be residents of the county 
in which they apply for licenses, 
but they m ust have lived in the 
state at least three years . They may 
sell beverages outside the county in 
which they are located. 
Dry Localities Not Exempt 
Beverages may be sold and deliv­ 
ered in communities which vote 
against granting retailers’ licenses. 
If they have a legal eating place, 
drug stores may be licensed as re­ 
tailers and, in any event, may be 
licensed as distributors to sell for 
consum ption att home. 
D istributors are not restricted as 
to the m inimum quantity they may 
sell to one person and may break 
original packages and sell in less 


th an case lots. 
They are not per­ 
m itted to conduct a bottling business, 
however. 
Beverages may bt; drawn from 
spigots attached to a lunch counter 
and sales after m idnight are legal, 
except between 12 o’clock Saturday 
night and 6 a. rn., Monday and on 
election days. 
Persons living in one township 
may not obtain a retailer’s permit 
for an establishm ent located in an 
adjoining township. 
Legal Residence Not Required 
Officers and directors of corpora­ 
tions seeking retail licenses need 
not be residents of the municipal 
ity in which the establishm ent is 
located, bul corporations m ust be 
duly authorized to conduct business 
in the state and their officers and 
directors m ust be residents of Penn­ 
sylvania for three years prior to the 
application.
